The critical bid figure used to award a new 
contract is the three-year total for K-12 service. In Marion, 
Laidlaw was the low bidder with an offer of $1,132,460 for 
three years, topping the Braga bid of $1,227,441 and the 
DATTCO figure of $1,271,516. In Mattapoisett, Braga was 
the low bidder with an offer of $1,265,400, edging out 
Laidlaw's bid of $1,280,398 and easily surpassing 
DATTCO's bid of $1,525,939. 

The initial bid effort last winter would have 
resulted in overbudget problems at ORR ($286,000), 
Rochester ($65,000) and Mattapoisett ($40,000). Marion 
would have been underbudget by about $5,000. The 
second bid developed good news for Rochester ($19,000 
under FY 2005 budget target) and the Rochester portion of 
the ORR transportation budget as well, but no news for 
Marion or Mattapoisett as the low-bidder, DATTCO, 
refused the contracts awarded by the respective School 
Committees. 

The latest bid effort will have a negative budget 
impact for Marion ($48,000) and Mattapoisett ($74,000). 
The ORR share of the Marion and Mattapoisett transpor- 
tation bills (based on miles required for each route) will 
produce a total that is $58,000 overbudget. The $58,000 
must be amended upward, however, to incorporate the 
cost of late bus service ($31,000) in 2004-2005. However, 
the FY 2005 deficit of $89,000 for ORR has a silver lining: 

• It is almost $200,000 less than the $286,000 
deficit that the original (March 2004) Laidlaw bid pro-

duced for the FY 2005 budget; and 

• The ORR District is slated to receive $86,000 
more in regional school transportation aid from the state 
in FY 2005 than was included in our original budget 
calculation. Therefore, at this point ORR is essentially 
within budget parameters for bus transportation in 2004- 
2005. 

The ORR School District is in the process of 
looking at the budget problems in Marion (K-6) and 
Mattapoisett (K-6) caused by the latest bid initiative that, 
given this late date, ought to be their last. The school 
committee chairmen will be discussing the budget issues 
ahead of votes on the contracts that will be scheduled 
very soon. As the totals noted above indicate, the decision

to reject the winter bids of Laidlaw Inc. was correct. 

The cumulative difference for the four districts 
between the initial bid process in March and the end of 
the third round of bids today is $218,000. Two districts — 
ORR and Rochester — experienced very large swings in 
their favor. Marion (K-6) did not fare so well and 
Mattapoisett (K-6) also lost a little ground in the re-bid 
effort. In an era of $2 per gallon gas prices, ORR was 
probably expecting too much in FY 2005 budget projec- 
tions that represented only 10 percent increases over the 
FY 2004 figures developed in contract bids by Laidlaw 
several years ago.

state level when women in Mattapoisett had to pay the 
poll tax. During World War I, the military were exempt 
from paying the tax. 
Now 

Forty years ago, on January 23, 1964, the poll tax 
was abolished when Congress passed the 24th Amend- 
ment to the Constitution prohibiting any poll tax in 
elections for federal officials. The same prohibition was 
extended to states to cover all elections. Now, we can vote 
in a free election. 
Then 

In 1888 the state legislature passed a law known 
as the "Australian Method of Balloting'' where an official 
ballot printed at public expense on which the names of all 
nominated candidates and proposals appear and which is 
distributed only at the pollling places and marked in 
secret. The town had to print ballots and set up voting 
places with stalls for privacy. 
Now 

Because the federal census of 2000 listed 
Mattapoisett's population at 6,268, the town was required 
to create an additional precinct on December 31, 2001. 
There was one polling place with two voting machines. 
Then and Now 

In 1902 Town Meeting members voted to consider 
75 voters present to be a quorum. A Town Meeting vote in 
1949 changed the number to 50 making a quorum. 

In my opinion, it was a good idea to reduce the 
number from 75, as many times at Town Meetings we Ve 
been hard-pressed to raise even 50 voters. I remember 
many years ago when voters went out in the neighbor- 
hoods to get more voters to attend Town Meeting. Let us 
hope we don't have to do that again.

Town Meeting. 

Upon returning to Open Session at 7:06 pm, the 
board approved the minutes of the July 19 and July 20 
meetings, and then met again with Chief Dispatcher Tracy 
Eldridge to request the appointment of two new part-time 
dispatchers to the Communications Department. Ms. 
Eldridge asked the board to appoint Thomas Wynne Jr., 
who is beginning Police Academy training under Police 
Chief Paul Magee; and Jonathan Weedall from Marion, a 
retired Detective-Sergeant with the New Bedford Police 
Department who will be coming in to do some part-time 
work in Rochester. The board unanimously voted to 
approve the appointment of both dispatchers as re- 
quested. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz to discuss preparing a 'Tre-Disaster

"The Southeastern Regional Planning and Eco- 
nomic Development District (SRPEDD) is implementing a 
Tre-Disaster' Plan,'' Mr. Kunz said. "There is some grant 
money available (but ) in order to qualify, Rochester 
would have to have a Tre-Disaster Mitigation Plan' in 
place." 

Mr. Kunz said he had sample plans which were 
recently prepared for the Towns of Carver and Westport 
and the deadline to qualify for funding is November 1,

"Most of (the plan) is boiler-plate, with a couple 
of pages of identifying information (for each town)," Mr.

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy. What can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating 
habits and produce much more tartar on their back 
teeth than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry 
food available and try phasing out the canned food 
over a few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary 
obstruction if 1 feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods 
that are safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that are 
readily devoured by most cats. There are also a 
number of urinary formula cat food that are sold in 
grocery stores that may help prevent urinary 
obstructions.

the event is so successful is that location at Shipyard Park. We 
thank the townspeople for allowing us to utilize this fine facility 
The Lions Club does all the planning, mailing, staffing, and 
actual running of the event.

weekend to visit Harbor Days. I imagine one of our economists 
(w^ho) reside in town could put a dollar figure on that. 

Perhaps I as a Mattapoisett Lion and as the only Lion 
District Governor to come out of the Mattapoisett Lions Club 
should sit back and let things lie.

1968 - 1969 period. My staff and I devised, coordinated and 
ordered executed the daily offensive operations to gain control 
of the Vietnam coastal waterways along the West Coast of 
Vietnam. I had informal discussions with swift boat Officers-In- 
Charge including then LTJG Kerry. In my opinion, no one had a 
better grasp of the situation in that area than I. 

When I first arrived in the area immediately after the 
TET offensive in 1968, there were few places in the Viet Cong 
controlled area I could go. By the time my 13-month tour was 
over, I could safely and did travel freely through most of the 
area. The buses were running, the roads were clogged with cars 
and trucks, and the waterways were full of sampans brimming 
with goods headed for market. Commerce was bustling. In 
short, we had won the battle for control of the area. 

When Mr. Kerry managed to cut his tour short to four- 
plus months, he went home a self-proclaimed expert on Viet-

School Assistance Approved 

State Representative William Straus (D-

All boaters must follow the same nautical rules 
and regulations, and courtesies of the sea, and all are 
subject to the same forces of nature while boating.

Catwoman, Starring Halle Berry and Sharon Stone. 
Directed by Pitof . Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Catwoman, a stylish piece of kitten-with-a-whip empower- 
ment pulp, is much better than it had to be and a lot better than 
many Internet critics, eager to hate it, wanted it to be. It doesn't scale 
the perverse heights of Tim Burton's Batman Returns, in which the 
punishing spark between Catwoman (played then by Michelle 
Pfeiffer) and Batman launched a thousand leather-fetish theme 
parties; it's more of an athletic you-go-girl fable in the tradition of 
the Charlie s Angels movies, in which what the heroine does and 
how she looks doing it are equally important. I was almost disap- 
pointed by how solid the movie is — Yd expected it to be a laughable 
camp f est, but it stays just this side of the ridiculous. 

Halle Berry's Patience Phillips follows in the pawprints of 
Pfeiffer's earlier character: she's a put-upon wage slave toiling for 
a chilly, remote mega-executive who has her killed when she learns 
too much. It's a decent starting point for a franchise (if this turns out 
to be one), and we learn that there's a long line of Catwomen dating 
back to ancient Egypt; perhaps other actresses can step in for future 
Catwoman adventures — my top five would include Fairuza Balk, 
Catherine Zeta-Jones, and Julianna Margulies. Berry, playing her 
second African- American superheroine, gives Patience the neces- 
sary cringing awkwardness that turns into a feline avidity once 
she's resurrected by a mysterious cat named Midnight. 

Hooking Patience up with a good-hearted cop (Benjamin 
Bratt, who has the heroic jaw to be a passable Batman stand-in) 
makes for some amusing cat-and-mouse games — he's supposed to 
be on Catwoman's trail, but, like so many clueless people in 
superhero movies, never recognizes the superhero's eyes or voice. 
I wish Catwoman's attraction to him were tied into her new cat 
identity a bit more, though, and it might've been fun to have her fall 
for a bad-boy type that the cop would have to compete with for her 
attention. The movie oversells the cop's decency a bit — he's shown 
telling schoolkids to "be the good guys," for heaven's sake — but I 
guess that's so the script won't come off as man-bashing. 

The official villains — the husband-and-wife king and queen 
of a cosmetics company, which makes a beauty cream that has 




addictive and disfiguring side effects — feel a little ripped off from 
the first Batman movie, in which the Joker tainted various products 
with Smylex. But it brings Sharon Stone (as the company's over-the- 
hill supermodel) back into the fold as an ice bitch, for which we can 
be grateful. There's more than a little self-aware bitterness in 
Stone's performance; maybe she's acting out some resentment at 
having been elevated to a sex goddess and punished for it in the 
same stroke. After a string of nondescript roles that coaxed some 
good work out of Stone but seemed like conscientious attempts to 
go "serious," it's good to see her being bad again. Camille Paglia 
should approve of the performance. 

Catwoman was directed by a former visual-effects whiz named 
Pitof, whose previous feature, 2001 's Vidocq, was a baroquely 
entertaining murder mystery (that still hasn't been released in 
America, though it's available on an import DVD). Pitof has an eye 
for bold comic-book imagery, such as when Catwoman prowls the 
night in her leather get-up, silhouetted against the city lights or the 
moon (always full, of course). A few of the action sequences, 
especially a headache-inducing motorcycle ride, are a bit too choppy 
for my tastes, and computer animators still haven't figured out how 
to make a CGI cat move convincingly. The effects work best in the 
subtler moments, when Patience is walking around her apartment 
dishing about her cop boyfriend and hopping up on countertops 
and furniture with a feline grace. But most of the movie is fast and 
fun, and undeserving of the critical hissing it's getting in some 
quarters. It must be time for a Halle Berry backlash, or maybe some 
people are still uncomfortable with a $100 million summer film 
placing a heroic African- American woman front and center.

In the spirit of full disclosure, I am registered to vote as 
''unenrolled'' (though I prefer to call myself an ''independent'') 
and I wave my middle-of-the-road, non-partisan banner proudly 
every time a national election surfaces. Instead of buying into ei- 
ther party line, I prefer to vote based on two simple precepts: 1) 
my conscience, based upon what little truth I can glean from each 
respective candidate; and 2) my gut feeling as to which flavor- 
of-the-month is truly the lesser of two evils — which seems to be 
more the norm than the exception of late.
